The -New 'I’ork Journal says:' 
•■One of the most peculiar branohes 
id’ industry in this country is the 
manufacture of .slate pencils. There 
is only one slate pencil factory in the 
I’nited .State.s. It is located at 
(’astlcton, Vermont, and employs 
twenty-five hands, who turn out i 
dO.dOO slate iiencils evei-y day. 'fhe 
method of manufacture is a good 
deal in advance of the primitive 
means em))ioyed some years back. 
■Vot long since the blocks of soft 
•slate from which they are cut were 
.sawed in lengths and distributed I 
among the neigliboring laborers’ 
families to be whittled down to 
pencil shaiie. 'L’hose working at 
them can earn about fifty cents a 
thoiusand. By the present system 
(he blocks, which are as wide as the 
pencil is long, are ]mt into the 
mouth of a machine called the 
crocodile. 'I’his consists of si.x rows 
of revolving curved knives. As the 
slab passes between these knives 
parallel grooves are cut in the 
slab; then tlioy are turned and cu‘; 
through. 'I'he square pencils are 
I hen rounded and polished by hold- 
ing them against the emery belt. 
One man can cut and finish abo it 
8,00(1 pencils per day.

A Eeminiscence of the Miseries' 
of Serfdom in Russia. 


A .Story ol ii Deaf-AIute Serf as 
Told bj tlH> (treat Kiissiaii 
Novelist Toiiryeniell’. 

We give below tbe outlines of one I

of 'ronrgenielf’s most toucliing! 
stories, entitled Mumu. It is a pity 
to mar tbe exquisite little skuteli by 
telling it except in the autbor's own 
words, but wc cannot make room for 


tlie unabridged story, and yet we 
know that our readers will be glad of 
even a rough outline. 

Among tlie .serfs who eultivated a 
large estate in a certain department 
of Russia wa.s a deaf-mute, named 
(iarassim. lie was a giant in size 
and strength, and was also a man be- 
yond the common in tbe force of his 
all'eetionsand jiassions, and in power 
of will. 'I'he wealthy lady to whom 
he. as well as everything else on the 
estate, belonged, came down on one 
of her visits from .Moscow, where she 
generally liven, to her eouniry place, 
and, being taken with (Jarassirn’s 
stature, and wondering at the ease 
with which lie jierformed the heav- 
iest work, she resolved to take him to 
her city liouse. wliere Ids industry and 
faitbfuliiess would be useful, (iar- 
assim did not like to leave tlie Helds 
where he bad always lived, but be 
was only a serf, and bad no choice. 
But one .!>;ets used to any thing, and 
(iarii.ssim soon learned his new duties, 
which were to keep the yard clean, 
to cut and bring in the wood for fuel, 
to cart water for household use, ami 
to guard the prend.scs from intruder^. 
Me did all bis work faithfully, 
but he eared very little to mingle 
with tbe other servants, of whom, in 
the liotiseliold of a wealthy lady like 
Ids owner, there were, of course, a 
great many. This umsoeial dis- 
position, with Ids enormous strength, 
and with Ids fearlessness, wldeli he 
had proved on one occasion by seiz- 
ing two burly thieves whom he 
caught on the place and knocking 
their heads together until their 
features were unrecognizable, made 
him generally feared and disliked by 
ids fellow servants. As for 1dm, he 
cared not a straw for any one except 
'i'atiana. a pretty innocent young 
girl wild worked in the laundry. 
To her he showed, in many artless 
and often uncouth ways. Ids iuterest 
and alfectioii. and however the otlier 
servants might dislike or despise his 
courtship, he knew how to kee]i 
down any disre.sjiect cither to her or 
to himself. 

He had a would-be rival in one of 
the family servants named Kapiton, 
a drunken fellow, employed as a 
shoemaker. It needed but one warn- 
ing in pantomime to jicrsnade this 
wooer to keep Ids distance. Once, 
when the forewoman indulged in 
some remarks at the table which 
annoyed 'Tatiana. (Tarassim reached 
over, and. with irresistible force bent

plate. On complaint made to the 
“gracious lady,” the mistress of the 
hou.se, slie only lauglied, and the next 
day sent < iarassim a piece of money, 
'ratiaua, who at first shrank from the 
ajiproaclies of the speecliless giant, 
came to look up to him as her 
protector. Garassim was now happy 
in the jirospect of marrying not only 
tlie only woman, hut the only being 
whom lie loved or for wliom he eared. 
One day, wldle he wastldiiking that 
lie would ask the "gracious lady’s”' 
jiermissioii to marry her — for of I 
course, as they were .serf.s, they could | 
do iiotldiig without her consent, that j 
great jier.soiiage coiidescciided to take 
a hand in the matter herself, and so 
she .said to her steward, (iavrilo, 
Aiidreyileh, that Kapiton was i 
such a worthless wretch that lie ' 
onglit to he married, which 
might. perhajis. reform him. , 
“'To he sure!” rejdied the steward. [ 
•‘He seems to he fond of 'ratiaua,” : 
.said the mistress. "Yes, indeed!” 
replied the steward. “'I’heii let tliem 
marry.” said she. “Of cour.se, your 
ladyship,” was the rejily. But when 
the “gracious lady" had gone, great ' 
was the per])lexity of the steward, of 
Kapiton and of ])oor 'ratiaua. 'I'hey 
fell sure tliat, as soon as Garassim 
saw that there was any intention of 
taking his sweetlieart from him, he j 
would kill them all three. Yet if 
they breathed a woi^d of Ibis to the 
“{rracious lady” — who kiiowsh — she 
might have them all flayed alive by 
the horrible knout. At last tliey liit | 
upon a plan. Garassim had a jierfect i 
loathing of drunkenness and of a 
drunken person. It was agreed that , 
'I'atiana should jiretend to be drunk , 
in Garassim 's presence. She did so, 
and the poor fellow, seeing her, as he 
snpjw.sed. in an intoxicated condition, 
seized lier by the arm. and led her to 
Kapiton and pushed her into his i 
arms, signifying that he wished j 
nothing to do with lier. 'I’hen lie 
went to his room over the stable and 
shut himself in for two day.s with iio 
food, rocking hack and forth oil his 
hod and moaiiiug as if his heart 
would break. 

When he came out at last, he 
took 110 notice of any one, and went 
about his duties with a gloomy face. 
So tilings went on for another year, 
the shoemaker going from had to 
worse, until at last the mistress 
could hear him about tlie place no 
longer, and sent him and his wife 
away to the country estate. 'I'his was 
the last drop in jioor Garassim's cup, 
for although 'ratiaua was another 
man’s wife, and he could not even : 
exchange a word with her, yet the 
sight of her, and the knowledge that I 
she was under thesamc roof with him, ' 
was the only comfort in his lonely! 
life. When 'ratiaua and her husband i 
were sent away, Garassim walked by j 
the vehicle a.s'far as the outskirts of 
the city, where he bade good-bye and 
started for home in the deepest sad- 
ness. On his way hack he found a 
poor little dog drowning in the river. 
He juilled it out, wraiijied it warm 
jn a fold of his coat and carried it | 
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home, where he fed it and cared for 
it tenderly. 'The little creature 
became devotedly attached to him, 
and Garassim gave to it the affection 
which he could no longer show to any 
hiinian being. 

He used to call it by a peculiar 
whine, resembling the syllables 
mii-mii, from which the other serv- 
ants took that as its name. One day 
tlio “gracious lady” hapjiened to 
notice Miimii, and told one of the 
men to bring the pretty creature to 
her. Miimn ran to her master, but 
he, understanding that the mistress 
wanted her, caught the dog and gave 
her to the man. But when Mumn 
was brought into the grand parlor, 
among so many si range peojile, she 
was afraid and slunk to the wall, and 
when the lady came to her to pet her, 
Mumn showed her teeth. 'I'he great 
lady was quite put out, and took a 
dislike to the dog from that 
time. She hinted to the steward 
that tlie dog slionld he got rid of 
and he accordingly told one of the 
servants to spirit Mumu away. 'The 
next morning, when Garassim wentin 
to build tlie fires, this man snatelied 
Mumu up. jumped into a cab and 
drove off to a di.'^tant jiart of the city, 
where he gave her away to a man, 
charging him to kee]i her tied up for 
a week at least. When Garassim 
eame out and missed his dog, 
he rushed down the street and 
spent the rest of the day in a 
vain search for liis only friend. 
'I’he next day tie did not leave 
his room, hut the day after, he 
came out and went about his work 
as usual. A day or two afterwards, to 
his great deliglit, Mumu returned, 
having escaped from her now master. 
Garassim guessed Hint his mistress 
had ordered Mumu to he taken away, 
so he resolved to prevent this from 
happening again. He kept IMuinii
